and the UuvRRKon a slave to the Qi j i s j 
that the Iiovkhhop, was afraid of them, 
and if they killed us it would betaken 
no notice of, its (here iperr jenf/eiweii kittnl 
«t thr Wuirav, unit that mat taArit m> 
Malirt of, and as we were slaves lhal we 
would never be thought of," Under the 
authority of the (JoTetnmrnt the inhabi- 
tants Of Wellington and its vicinity 
were forming themselves into volunteer 
corps, and wrre being drilled in military 
movements. There can be no doubt 
that the whole of the nalives of New 
Zealand, except those immediately cou- 
nec led with the mission stations, are iti 
communication, and lhat a well -concerted 
attack upon Ihr Knglish wilt vety shortly 
take place.

This witness underwent a long and seven 
crusj - casiniiiallcTi, In which Mt. frnarav 
wormed out of him a moat woeful history of 
his own vagabond life for a lung time past. Its 
ttinlraaed to having assumed two ur three 
names ; la having stolen two lota of cattle, one 
nf thirty head which he slated to have 
sold to a pcrtrtt in ll»i hurst, and another 
lot of fourteen head, which he Said he 
had sold la Mr. Lomax, at the boiling down 
establishment, at King's Plaint ; he also oon- 
fessed to hat inn horruwed a horse which he 
had since forgot lo return : and waa tod Into 
often contrailistlnit himself in bin 
bot at regarded Ihe pruaent case hla 
was unshaken. 

This closed the ease for the prosecution ; and 
Mt, l"i ifimv tor tbe defence, argued that there 
were three lessons why the present caao should 
not go to the Jury. First, that there wns uo 
proof hut that of the spprontr. uncorroborated 
and unsupported, that the prisoner had com- 
milted the larceny ; secondly, lhat the brands 
of ihe cattls slated to have been sold by tho 
prisoner to table had not been sutn.icnlly 
identified; the learned gentloinsri did not state 
bit third ground of nhjection : for st this stage 
of the procaeding his TIghox intimated that, 
aurtptrsiiig Mr, Purefoy's objeetiona to be well 
founded, there waa atill evidence to put the 
cue to the Jury. Mr, I'urefay then tonk up 
the defence upon general grounds, and argued 
that there wo* no Identity of the prisoner aa 
the party who had committed the otTeuee 
charged hut the unsupported testimony of ih* 
approver, and that his evidence, Irom his fre- 
quent » .i.ti.t-lifitnna, and trnm the character 
he had (riven himself. Was nol woithy of r-edit ; 
he also argued on the extreme improbability 
that the priaoner, withcul any previilua know- 
ledge of Sweeney, and who was 10 him t per- 
fect .insurer, should al once agree to tso with 
him cattle-stealing i he alto dwtll on the very 
contradictory statement of the several witnesses 
as to the sexes, agtss, snrl description nf cattle 
staled to have been stalcn ; also, on the ap- 
prover Sweeney having al Coombcr'a stated 
himaelf sa th* owner of the esttle. 

The piiaoner called Mt. William Ooldshy to 
character . hut this witness could state nothing 
as to fhr prtftoneT'a general character. 

II is Hsxets, in summing up. very elaborately 
recapitulated the evidence, clearly pointing otll 
its bearinRS. 

The Jury retired for a short lime, and re- 
turned a verdict of guilty, ftenlcnec. fifteen 
years' Iranaportation This case occupied the 
Court nearly aix hours, and excited much in. 
terr-st from the prisoner having been arraigned 
at the laal asaisca on a similar charge, but then 
discharged, and ndmitteil aa approver against 
another man charged wilb eattle stealing. 
wilful Hcnnaa, 

ITearj, JJ,i!«, a native, was charged With lha 
wilful murder of John Young, 

I'riim the evidence it apprsred, that tho pri- 
soner nnd the deceased, and a brother ol the 
deceased, were reaping together in s paddock, 
on the 4th January lost, wltcn some altercation 
took place between Ihe priaoner and deceased 
relative lo some bands used for tying iheir 
ahonWs of wheat i the decesaed knocked off 
the hat of the [.riaoner, who airucklhe, deceased 
with a reaping hiaik which he had in hia band 
•l the time. i*he statement of the decesaed, 
which waa sworn lo in the pmaeTKe of the 
priaoner, was resd, and it appeared from some 
rjuiwtionsthst he put to the deceased, ihe Islter 
acknowledged thst he did nut think the pri- 
soner intended indicting any serious injury on 
him, and that no previous cause ef malice 
exialcd between them. Thcbrother and father 
ol Ihe deceased were examined, who related 
the paHiculars ns above stated, 

llr, Machatici who attended the deceased, 
very clcaily explained the nature of the wound, 
and staled that the deceased lived until the 
"Jtind February, when he died, and thst from a 
ftoAt mnt tem examination he wsa satisfied death 
had arisen from the wound, lock |t* having 
ensued 

The prisoner Was defended by Mr. Cheekc, 
assisted by Mr. Wright. 

Hia llonoa tn summing up, explained to the 
Jury the laws on muidcr and manslauahtel, 
and left the case iu their hands. 

Tito Juiy, after having retired s short tints,
